NIGHT TELEGRAPHIC RATE. 

A night telegraph rate on messages 
transmitted to the East from the Pa- 
cific Coast has been a long-felt want. 
1 In the East messages filed after 6 p. 
m. are transmitted at a much lower 
rate than dispatches sent during the 
busy hours of the day. Patrons of the 
telegraph lines on this Coast have been 
denied this privilege, business men and 
others using the wires at night being 
thereby greatly handicapped and put 
to much extra expense. 

The Merchants’ Association of Seattle 
recently began agitation in favor of a 
night rate, and addressed a communi- 
cation to the local Chamber of Com- 
merce asking codjperation in the move- 
ment. The communication wag ref2rred 
to the Committee on Commerce, which 
through its chairman, M. J. New- 
mark, reported at the meeting of the 
board yesterday. The report, which 
was unanimously adopted, recom- 
mended as follows:

Henry Clews, who has proved 
himeeif to be something of a prophet, 
takes an optimistic view of the recent 
Surry in Wall street. He expresses 
the opinion that the break -ine the 
prices of some of the leading stocks 
Was only temporary, and that it will 
“pe followed by a quick return to 
higher prices, but not to the highest 
ante-panic level.” He points out that 


- the chief cause of the persistent and 


extravagant rise of prices a few days 
ago was not due to “a mere overvalua- 
tion of factors intrinsic to the improv- 
img traffic of the railroads,” but was, 
as @ matter of fact, due to the opera- 
tions of miilionzires who were *‘se- 
eretly buying controlling interests in 
four or five great railroads.” The 
Northern Pacific “corner,” in the 
opinion of Mr. Clews, has awakened 
Wall street to the fact that it was 
“misied into extravagant buying by 
unsuspected and dangerous ventures, 
and had become involved in an infla- 
tion of alarming magnitude.” The 
awakening has alarmed the whole 
speculative community, and “the les- 
son of moderation which recent events 
have taught is likely to be remem-

bered for some time to come, and 
chasten the tone of speculation.” It 
is certainly to be hoped that this pre- 
diction will be fulfilled. 

As is usual in cases of this kind, the 
‘small speculators were badly pinched 
by the sudden collapse of inflated 
prices in Northern Pacific and other 
stocks. The losses of speculators in 
“the interior’"—which means, being 
translated, those outside of New York 
City—were especially heavy. These 
dabbiers in Wali-street operations 
have received a quietus for some time 
to come, and will not venture very 
soon to invest their money in shares 
or “margins” at fancy prices. 

“Fortunately,” says Mr. Clews, “the 
shock in Wall street has scarcely had 
& momentary effect upon industrial 
and commercial interests. The harvest 
prospects are encouraging and the 


1 South and West still maintain their 


extraordinary prosperity. Credit oper- 
ations are in a sound and healthy con- 
dition. The money market, though 
subject to a healthy demand, is backed 
by unprecedented loanable resources. 
For the moment, gold is. going to Bu- 
rope, not, however, from any adverse 
commercial movement, but rather on 
account of exchange operations tend-+ 
ing to place American balances at the 
service of foreign markets. The April 
report of the Bureau of Statistics 
shows a continued increase in the ex- 
ports, and the total foreign trade of 
the fiscal year 1909-01 is expected to 
show an excess of exports over im- 
ports amounting to $700,000,000—the 
largest credito; balance in the history 
of our foreign commerce,” 

There have been periods, and plenty 
of them, in our national history when 
a flurry in Wall street like that of a 
few days ago would have precipitated 
a disastrous panic, from the effects of 
which the entire country might have 
suffered for years. But at the present 
time the country is so prosperous that 
it ecarcely feels the jar of a little mat- 
ter like the shaking up of the bulls 
and bears in the Wall-stréet aretia. 
The outlook for a continuance of this 
splendid prosperity is auspicious. The 
principal danger was overconfidencé 
in the speculative centers, and this has 
received a whaleeome check by recent 
events in Wall street. 


RITAIN’S COLONIAL RESOURCES. 
“The resources of Great Britain's 
colonies are her future strength.” This 
is the keynote of a notable article in 
Cassier’s Magazine for May by Wil- 
liam T. Allison. The writer makes 
out a decidedly strong case in sup- 
port of the above proposition. He 
confidently declares that “in the re- 
sources of Canada alone the. British 


tinuance of commercial greatness.” 
There is a great dogi of truth in thie 
view of the subject, though Mr. Alli- 
son is somewhat overconfident on 
some points. It is guite true, as he 
declares, that in the diecussions of 
present industrial conditions “the im- 
portance of the colonies as a basis of 
supplies and as future fields of vast 
industries has hardly been touched 
upon.”

It may be due in part to the 
fact that while the great “colonies,” 
such as Canada and Australia, are 
nominally members of the British em- 
pire, they are in reality separate and 
virtually independent nationalities, 
which are classed as a part of Great 
Britain more as a matter of sentiment 
than as a matter of practical reality. 
Still, since they are nominally under 
the British crown, the classification is 
not incorrect in a literal sense, There-

REA OF CITY PARKS.

HERE TO BEGIN. 

has been made on gev- 
eral occasions in The Times to the un- 
fortunate condition of the Pima In- 
dians, a friendly and peaceful tribe lo- 
cated on an agency in the Gila River 
Valley, Ariz., where for centuries they 
have cultivated the soll, but now for 
several years have been in @ state of 
semi-starvation, owing to a failure of 
the water supply, which has been di- 
verted by white settlers above them. 
An Arizona paper, the Florence Trib- 
une, pictures the condition of these 
Indians as deplorable. There has been 
an almost total failure cf the wheat 
crop on the reservation this. season, 
and the appropriation made last year 
to feed the Indians is now exhausted. 
It has been used judiciously by the 
agent, and has been paid out prin- 
cipally for wages, the object being not 
to pauperize the Pimas, who have al- 
ways been self-sustaining. Over and 
over again the suggestion has been 
made, by friends of these Indians, that 
the government should undertake the 
construction of the much-talked-of 
’dam on the Upper Gila River, at San 
Carlos, which would not only furnish 
these Indians with sufficient water for 
irrigation, but would also serve to re- 
claim thousands of acres of land for 
white settlers. This suggestion has 
been supported by the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, who in his last re- 
port to the Secretary of the Interior 
said: 

“With a sufficient water supply the 
Pima Indians can support themselves 
in comfort no pecuniary’ assiet- 
ance from the government. Without 
this, appropriations must be continues 
indefinitely. I cannot too strongly 
urge the passage of the bill for the 
construction of the proposed reser- 
voir.” 

A clergyman who has lived among 
these Indians for thirty years, during 
which time he has converted more 
than a thousand of them to Christian- 
ity, describes them a6 a seif-reliant 
and proud people, some of whom-died 
last year from starvation rather than 
heg or let their wants be known. 
Surely the United States cannot afford 
tb permit these Indians to starve, es- 
pecially as in relieving them it would 
at the same time reclaim a iarge area 
of now worthiess ‘land for the use of 
American citizens,,and make a good 
beginning in national irrigation. Here 
is the place to begin the national irfi- 
gation of our arid lands.

ALLEN FAVORS IT. 
TAXING INSURANCE COMPANIZ#S. 


Far from being opposed to a tax of 
$10 per month on insurance companies, 
Mr. Allen, chairman of the Finance 
Committee, yesterday announced that 
he is heartily in favor of such action. 
He said that two years ago he pro- 
posed the matter to the Council him- 
self and- suggested that just such a 
raise be. made. 

The suggestion of City Assessor 
Ward was read to the Council and 
Mr. Allen said he took exception to but 
one feature of it. “He alleges that the 
companies do not receive the protec- 
tion they should from the fire depart- 
ment, not because of any inefficiency 
in men, horses or apparatus, but be- 
cause of a lack of proper water mains. 
In some parts of the Sixth Ward he 
said water mains are very much need- 
ed. Houges out there have burned to 
the ground for lack of sufficient water, 
he said, and gave several illustrations 
from his experiences as an insurance 
adjuster. 

“At the engine-house at Central ave- 
nue and Twenty-fourth street,” said 
Mr. Allen, “they have to draw water 
at night to give to the horses in the

GOOD TEMPLARS’ EXPOSE KEEPS, 


PEOPLE TALKING 


‘Elaborate Plans for Honoring the Sail- 
or Dead on Memorial Day—City Offi- 
cers Dined by City Attorney—Shocked 


The Times’ Resident Correspondent.) 
The Good Templars’ exposé of the do- 
ings and misdoings of ‘he City Trus- 
tees, as published in The Times Satur- 

» has been the chief topic discussed 
in town. Especial comment is mde on 
those parts of the statement shc wing 
that menibers of the Woard of Trus- 
tees openly violated pledges made by 
them prior to the municipal election of 
April, 1900. 

Another subject of wrathful remark 
is the discrimination shown by the 
Trustees in promptly revoking the 
liquor license of a poor man convict2d 
of violation of the Mquor ordinance, 
and taking no action whatever on an 
open defiance of the same ordinance 
by the representative of a wealthy and 
powerful corporation. Stress is laid on 
the fact that in taking no action 
against this corporation the Trustees 
deliberately broke their own ordinance, 
which said that in such a case of ccn-
